The death of Miss Moran, of Allen, a small 


station near Aikon, was peculiarly sad. She 
was a young vronun. Her body was almost 
burned to ft crisp, aud was t'onnd hanging to 
the framework ot the car with hands closed j 
with a viso-liko grip oa the window sash. 
Tho clothes were entirely burned, oil'. It is 
evident that death was caused by inhaling 
the flames. Tho young lady Lad managed 
to or-nwl out of tho window, and while on tl.a 
very threshold Ol! escape from death fell bad- 
a victim tottwfuryof the flames.
